ON THE VERGE OF THE UNKNOWN.

An Ezxperiment That Makes Us Aask,
“What Is Coming?"

Mr, W. H. Preece, chiel engineer and
electrieian to the postoffice, has put upa
wire & mile long on the coast near Lav-
ernock and a shorter one on Flatholm, a
little island three miles off in the Bristol
channel. He fitted the latter wire with
a “sounder” to receive messages, and
pent a message through the former from
s powerful telephonic generastor. That
message on the mainland was distinctly
heard on the island, though nothing con-
nected the two, or, in other worda, the
possibility of s teléphone between places
unconnected by wire was conclusively
established.

Thmhlpnmi‘bﬂltyhmofinhb
planetary communication, s good deal
more worthy attention than any scheme
for making gigantic electric flashea. We
do not know if wé can communicate by
telephone through the ether to New
York or Melbourne with or without
cables, but we do know that, if we ocan-
not, the fault is in our generators and
sounders, and not in any prohibitory nat-
ural law.

Will our habitual readers bear with us
for a momwent as we wander into another,
and, s many of them will think, a supra-
sensnal region? The thought in & man's
brain which csuses him to advance his
foot must move something in doing it,
or how conld it be transmitted down
that five or six feet of distance? If it
moves a physical something, internal to
the body, why should it not move also
something external, & wave, as we all
agree to callit, which on another mind
prepared to receive it—fitted with a
sounder in fact—will make an impact
having all the effect in the comveyance
of enggestion, or even of futl. of the
sudibility of words? Why, in fact, if
ane wire can talk to another without con-
pection, save through etber, should not
mind talk to mind without any *‘wire”
at all,

None of us understands accurately, or
even as yet approximately, what the con-
ditions are, but many of us know for
certain that they have occasionally, and
by what we call accident, been present
to particulur individuals, and thet, when
present, the communication is completed
without cables, and mind spoaks to mind
independently of any machinery not ex-
isting within itself.

Why, in the name of scionoce, is that
more of a “miracle”—that is, an occur-
rence prohibited by immutable law—
than the transmission of Mr. Preece's
message from Lavervock to Flatholmb—

Two of these will appear sprouting
from the top of the head, or one will
drop over the forehead and lie along
the nose. A very popular fashion 18
to have a roll of hair along each side
of the head, ending in two solid
plaits, which curl over each cheek
like sheep's horns. Both men and
women have the hair treated in the
same Way.

The plaiting operation is also ex-
tended to the man's beard. The mus-
tache is removed, and so are the eye-
brows, with a razor, which is a small
cheese cutter blade with a long, slen-
der handle, This is used somewhat
as we hold a pen, and the stubbly
hair is really chiseled off the face, no
small amount of it being dragged out
by the roots. Tribal custom compels
its removal, and the African is so in-
sensible to pain that the means em-
ployed do not inconvenience him in
the least. Often when undergoing
this treatment he falls asleep and
never betrays auy discomfort.—E, J.
Glave in Harper's Young People.

Organs Lost by Disuse.

The baron yesterday told of pursuing
jnckals in India on horsebaclk, of track-
ing Dengal tigers inthe delta of the Gan-
gea and of curlous experiences hunting
kangaroos in Anstralis. Themost thrill
ing story hie told was in reference to the
tiger hunting at the mouth of the Bohla
river in southern Caloutta, near the
Ganges' mouth. He explained that he
equipped & party of natives, who set
out down the Bohlain 16 boats. The
hunting grounds were s complete jun-
gle., Many tigers roamed at will there,
und among them were not & few man
entors.

“1 waa fortunate, however, in not fall-
ing in with any man eaters,”" he sald,
“but I was in the region when omeof
those ferocious animals had killed as
many as 30 or 40 natives. Asmany as
840 rupees are paid by the government
for the death of any one of them. A
complete record is kept of the numberof
men killed, and the reward paid is ac-
cording to this number.

“Oge night on the Bohla river, while 1
was perched in a free watching and the
natives wers below, a tremendously big
tiger stole up, It was peculiarly fortun-
nate that 1 happened to see hun, becanse
the natives did not know he was around.
Iemelt him beforo I saw him, and the
moment he came into view I turned
loose at him, He was a very savage ani-
mal and let forth a terrible howl, My
aim was good, however, and I sncoeeded
in stopping him in his career, I had oth-
er experiences of this kind about the
month of the Ganges, and I may say that
it nlways stunds the sportsman in hand
to be very wary,

“It is very sickly down there, and sev-
eral of my men died of the fever. The
only way to avoid it is to follow the ad-
vioe of men long in that country. One
of thtklhlngu to do is never to stir in the
morning without first eating a good
meal. Another thing is to always have
nsupply of quinine pills and take them
threo times a day. Then you will never
have the fever.

“In India I had a great deal of sport
bunting the jackals on horseback, They
are littlo animals, and it takes a good
horse to follow them. I managed in this
way and by firing rapidly to get a good
many of them. The jackals are very
plentiful in certain parts of that coun-
try, and hunting them {a very exhilerat-
ing sport.

“The kangarov hunting which I fol-
lowed, however, for some time on my
asrrival in Australis, was even more ex-
oiting. You can no longer get good
kangarco hunting anywhere near Byd-
ney or Melbourne, and because of this I
pushed out to the frontier. Even in re-
mote parts, however, except in North
Queensland, the country ia fenced either
a8 sheep or eattle stations, Where the
cattle are the fences are pretty high, and
I found it took a remarkably good horss | ——
to clear them and to get over the logs
and fallen trees found all over many
parts, Among the sheep stations, how-
ever, the fences were low, and a reason-
ably good horse could clear them sll
without dificulty.
